.  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  1963  the  Council  made 

wenty-one  Demolition  Orders  and  five  Closing  Orders.  Pour  houses 
were  actually  demolished  which  included  some  from  Demolition  Orders 
maae  during  1962.  Three  familios  were  re-housed  by  the  Council 
and  three  re-housed  themselves  during  the  year.  One  acceptance  to 
carry  out  work  was  received.  1 

.  One  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received 

during  ljb3  but  an  undertaking  was  received  from  the  owner  to  carrv 
out  the  work. 


DRAINAGE 


Since  the  completion  of  the  subsidiary  sewer  scheme  progress 
maintained  in  the  conversion  of  pails  and  vaults  to  water 
closets  ana  each  month  sees  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  water 
closets  provided. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  completed  during  1959  and 

where  mains  have  been  laid  many  new  connections  have  been  made  to 

properties .

(a)  whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several 
parts  nas  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity;

(c)  where  the  waters  are  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action, 
the  facts  as  to  contamination  by  lead,  including  the  pre¬ 
cautions  taken  and  the  number  and  result  of  analyses; 

The  water  is  hard  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  the  action  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination; 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  contamination  during  the 
year. 

(e)  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  number  of  the  population 
suppliea  from  public  water  mains  (i)  direct  to  the  houses,

The  refuse  dumps  are  treated  regularly  and  the  sewers  have  been 
dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry.  Infestation  in  the  sewers  is  almost  negligible. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

Three  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  1963  and  the  number 
of  animals  killed  during  the  year  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  is  as 
follows:-  8  cows,  6  calves,  699  other  bovines,  828  sheep,  3178  pigs 
and  72  goats  giving  a  total  of  4791 .  which  was  slightly  below  the 
1962  total  of  4847.  In  order  to  inspect  these  animals  a  total  of 
727  visits  was  required  to  the  three  slaughterhouses  and  this  figure 
includes  130  evening  and  Sunday  visits. 

Mention  must  be  made  here  of  the  consideration  received  from  the 
slaughtermen  and  butchers  whose  co-operation  does  facilitate  the 
easier  working  of  a  system  of  meat  inspection. 

Eighteen  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued  during  1963. 

Condemnations  include  the  following  whole  carcases:-  3  cows, 

4  beasts,  2  sheep,  1  calf  and  37  pigs  -  total  47  which,  together 
with  a  quantity  of  offal  and  parts  of  carcases  brings  the  total 
weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  up  to  4  tons  17  cwts.  4  st.  9  lbs. 
which  is  an  increase  on  the  1962  figure  when  the  total  was  4  tons 
9  cwts.  13  lbs.

Ninety-nine  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  to  food  premises 
during  1963  for  compliance  with  the  above  Regulations.  In 
addition  727  visits  were  paid  to  the  local  slaughterhouses. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS )  ACT.  1928  and  1936 

Under  the  above  Acts  56  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage 
of  Fetroleum  spirit  and  2  for  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


In  circular  1/64  the  Minister  requests  information  regarding 
common  lodging  houses.  There  is  one  registered  common  lodging  house 
in  this  district  and  during  1963  eight  inspections  were  made  of  the 
premises  which  are  generally  satisfac torily  kept.  Limewashing  of  the 
rooms  is  periodically  carried  out  and  the  premises  accommodate  seven¬ 
teen  lodgers. 


In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Staff  for  their 
helpful  co-operation.
